Southern Iilinois, 
with proper culture, will return uniformly good 
of wheat. 
e are impressed with the belief that farmers 
in Central I/linois, who make wheat their great 
staple, wil! find in a series of years that they lose 
money. We might go further and say, what a 
distinguished stock farmer observed to us, that 
long run a wheat raiser would break bim- 
self up. 
The b of wheat culture for the last few 
years is ygiven. Our farmers bad fine crops 
of wheat at a time when European wars created a 
good demand, and high prices for it. At the pe- 
riod referred to, many crops of wheat paid ex- | 
es of cultivation lh cleared to the owner $17 
$22 per acre. These good crops and better 

prices stimulated our farmers to increase culti- 
Vation. wild lands on credit, attach- 
ir farms, broke up the prairie and 

sowed it with wheat. They expected good crops 
and good prices. There was an entire failure of 
the crop. Last fall a greater breadth of land was 
town with wheat than ever. There bas been an- | 
other failure—not as total rices | 
of wheat are so low under the state of peace in 
Europe, that the crop will not Jeng =f the cost of its 
cultivation. In the meantime interest on the 
unpaid debt for the farmer’s land is accumulating, 
and to save the land he has to pay the money he 
receives for his wheat, and the farmer's debts to 
his merchants and his mechanics go unpaid— 
creating general distress among all the busjpess 


‘men of the ony 

What is to be done? Do the best our farmers 
can, and the difficultiefof the times wilt not be 
remedied for two years. We repeat, what is to 
be done? We say, Jet our farmers sell off some - 
of their .aods which they cannot cultivate to ad- 
dantage—let them sell their crops as weil as 
they can, and pay their debts. Mapy a mer- 
chant bas not mcney to do business, because the 
farmer bas got his goods and has not paid for 
them. Many a mechanic isin the same condi- 
tion, Prompt action on the part of the farmer 
will, most likely, save bis own property, and 
benetit those who bave furnished him with the 
means of living and comfort. 

But we again repest the question, What is to 
be done by our farmers? Central Lllingis is 
naturally a stock country. Horses, mules, cat- 
} tle, bogs, sheep, can be raised here with suc- 
cess. Our soils produce corn, «1 >ver, the grasses, 
oats and barley, with searcely afailure. There 
need be no failure, if our tarmers have smal! 
farms andecultivate them weil. We were told 
by a farmer who has been in Sangamon for 
many years, that bis crops this season, which 
have matured, were reasonably good, and that ~ 
the prospect for the later crop is fair. He said 
tnat in cultivating bis crops he always had an 
eye to the necessity of draining bisdands. He 

ways plowed them ina way “‘ to deepen the 
furrows between the lands,’’ and when he had 

ut in his wheat and oats and parley, ‘ey made 
arrows so deep that water would not stand on 
his lands. The same practice he followed with 
his corn grounds. His lands were of the class 
of biack soil and level prairie; and yet this 
season, with all the rain that has fallen on them, 
his crops are good so far, and ve has fine pros- 
pects for later crops. He did not believe there 
would be found many lands in Sangamon County 
that could’ not be drained. 

We bare said that Central Illinois is the coun- 
try for stock, Wecan raise the means to feed 
them with greatcertainty. Ourclimate is good, 
and our soils canpot be beaten for fertility. 
Stock bring good prices. Where are there bet- 
ter horees, mules and cattle than are produced 
in Central Illinois? Where can better hogs be 
found than those of Sangaman County’? Where 
do sheep thrive better? Horses and wules pay 
well—cattle produce paying prices—hogs have 
been raised at a profit tor years—and no branch 
of farming.peys better than sheep. It seems to 
us that the facts presented in this article, and 
which must be confirmed by all our tarmers who 
have been observers, will show that the best 
business of farmers in Central Illinois is the 
raising of stock. The cultivation of wheat asa 
staple is wear. and generally the cultivator is 
a loser in- the le ~ run. The raising of stock is 
safe, if condicted with skill and economy. And
